there are shots in golf which 


have adelicate touch becauso 
require the finesse and touch 


of a master billiard player if you are going to pull thom 
off when they will mean the most to you. 


Personally, I ike my hands 
to be thin.: When they feet 
puffy I can’t grip the club -the 
way I like to. I can't explain 
‘why, but some. mornings my 
hands will feel fat and puffy. 
When they feel that way I 
know thnt Iam not golng to 
play my best that day. Which 
should give You an idea of the 
relation of . the condition of 
your hands to successful golf.
